Mr. Dunn opened the meeting with a moment of siience for the tragic crime that occurred on Newiand Road regarding 
the ioss of iife of four famiiy members of the Scott Jones Famiiy. 

Poiice Chief Ryan spoke on the tragedy stressing the foiiowing points: 

Thanked Town Manager Chapdeiaine for his ieadership and communication management styie through this 
tragedy. 

Expressed the great job as weii as the overwheiming task the first responders deait with during this tragedy. The 
departments wiii ensure aii responders' weiiness by stress debriefing over the next few days. 

Expressed to the community that there was no pubiic safety issue to worry about and asked for patience and 
support as they continued to investigate a difficuit crime scene.

Mr. Pappas requested restricting the parking space from Brigham's to the Cambridge Savings Bank during the event 
on December 7th 12/Noon-5:00 PM to allow more room for attendees. 

Mr. Greeley moved approval subject to Police and Fire approvals. SO VOTED (5-0)

Bob Radochia Tree-Planting Guidelines Be Rec'd

Mr. Radochia requested a ban on planting trees in narrow strips along sidewalks. He stated that most municipalities 
require a four-foot-minimum width for planting strips in order to prevent sidewalk-heaving and root damage. 

Mrs. Mahon referred the correspondence to the Town Manager and the Tree Committee.

NEW BUSINESS 

Mr. Chapdelaine updated the Board on the work of the Route 128 Business Council exploring the different means of 
transportation in and around Arlington. More information will be available to report at a future meeting. 

Mr. Chapdelaine reported that the salary study will become a final draft after two more sessions at which time it will be 
shared with the Board and become a public document. 

Mr. Chapdelaine informed the Board of a "save the date" of January 9th 4:00PM-8:00PM for a public meeting 
regarding the Parking Study of Arlington Center (location to be determined). 



Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Chapdelaine to report back on a snow plan for this winter and asked for it to include research 
on the Town purchasing a snow melting machine. 

Mrs. Mahon announced that the High School Varsity Cheerleaders placed fourth in the Regionals and the Pop Warner 
C Squad placed second in the Regionals and will be heading to Florida to compete in the Nationals. 

Mr. Curro commented that the Arlington Human Rights Commission wants to reconvene the Response Coordination 
Team to reaffirm the team's existence, discuss public statements and provide relevant updates. He is willing to serve 
as the ad hoc member to replace a former Selectmen appointee to the team. Mrs. Mahon suggested this be an 
agenda item vote on the December 2nd meeting to formalize this appointment. 

Mr. Byrne thanked and commended Mr. William McCarthy for his work on the Veteran's Day Parade. He stated both 
Police and Fire Honor Guards performed a nice tribute to the veteran's. 

Mr. Byrne asked the public to keep in their thoughts all of the first responders in today's tragedy. 

Mr. Greeley congratulated Mr. Byrne on his great speech as keynote speaker at the Veteran's Day Parade and 
thanked him for representing the Selectmen. 

Mr. Dunn reported that the Minuteman Regional Vocational Technical High School submitted a preliminary design 
program with five options and appears they are on the right path. 

Mrs. Mahon moved to adjourn at 8:45 PM. SO VOTED (5-0)
